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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1,2,4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kiser 
(U.S. Patent Number 5,146,977). 

Kiser discloses an environmental control in a confined space having manufacturing 
machines. The system comprises insulated walls 15-17, air handling unit 23, cooling unit 46, 
ducts 32, manifold 33, adjustable dampers and temperature sensors 85,86. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1,2,4,5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kaneda et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,675,549) in view of Kiser (U.S. Patent Number 5,146,977). 

In regard to claims 1,2,4 and 7, Kaneda et al. disclose the invention substantially as 
claimed. Kaneda et al. disclose a processing machine installation. Referring to Figs. 1-5, the 
installation comprises machine tool, thermal insulating wall 49, air conditioner 37, ducts and 
temperature sensors A,B. The outlets 53 may be provided with adjustable openings. However, 
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Kaneda et aL is silent about the manifold. Kiser discloses manifold in the same field of endeavor 
for the purpose of distributing coolant to ducts. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the apparatus of 
Kaneda et al. with a manifold in view of Kiser so as to distribute air. 
In regard to claim 5, the walls are removable. 

5. Claims 1,2,4,5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bates (U.S. Patent Number 2,221,127) in view of Stueble (U.S. Patent Number 5,495,721). 

Bates discloses a temperature control means for cutting. Referring to Figs. 1-4, the 
apparatus comprises insulated walls 16-19 with removable walls 18,19, air conditioner 32,33 to 
maintain the temperature in the space within a desired range. However, Bates does not disclose 
duct distribution system. Stueble discloses duct distribution system with manifold in the same 
field of endeavor for the purpose of distribution air. Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the apparatus of 
Bates with a duct system having manifold in view of Stueble so as to maintain desired 
temperature. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 3,6 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
